Hanps Ovv.—We hoped that, with the 
passage of the Georgia bill by Congress, all 
questions concerning the reconstruction of 
that State were settled, and that the Gen- 
eral Assembly,having learned from the ex- 
perince of the past two years that it !4 best 
tw “let well enough alone,” would now 
epend its time in devising measures to 
build up the material interests of the State. 
There were in Washington during the lust 
seselon of Congress two parties from Geor- 
pia, the “Ins” and the * Outs,” each striv- 
ing to secure such legislation as would 
promote ite own interests. 

The “Ins,” burning with patriotism, no 
doubt, were not only willing but anxious 
to add two years w their. terms of ollice, 
and begged Congress to so frame its bill as 
to make their commissions date, not from 
their election, but from the, admission of 
the State, while the “Outs,” equally patri- 
otic, clamored for the Bingham Amend- 
ment, directing an entirely new deal ip 
November next. Then Congress quarreled 
on the question, and there followed an al- 
most endless flood of debate, unti: the peo- 
ple became heartily sick and tired of the 
very mention of Georgia. 

At length, on the last day but one of the 
session, Congress agreed to a bill which 
provided that nothing in itor any other 
act of Congress should be #0 construed as 
to effect the term to which any officer had 
been appointed, or any member of the 
General Assembly elected, as prescribed 
by the Constitution of the State; and we 
lioped that we had heard the last of this 
disyvraceful fight. The “Ins,” whose terms 
of office do not expire at thé next election, 
were to be alloweil to serve out their time, 
while the “Outs” might test at the ballot- 
box, this fall, theirclaims to such places as 
were made vacant under the Constitution. 

But the “Ins” are not satisfied with this 
decision, and, having failed in Congress to 
secure all they asked for, turn to the Gen- 
«ral Assembly ; and this is their arzument: 
The government of Georgia, previous to 
its admission into the Union, was “provi- 
sional,” and all officers serving under it 
were also “provisional; when General 
Grant. signed the Georgia bill these men 
firat became State officers and their terms 
of offive ought to date, therefore, from July 
15, 1870, instead of from the time of their 
election, April, 1868. That Congress 
intended nothing of the kind every- 
body knows, and that the General 
Assembly has no right to postpene the 
election two years, When the State “coneti- 
tution provides that it shall be held this 
fall, every officer in Georgia ought to know 
especially when Congress refused to inter- 
fere in the matter in favor of the present 
Georgia has suffered much 
already from reckless, illegal legislation, 
and we hope that nothing may be done 
which will give Congress. any excuse for 
re-opening the case, or deprive the people 
of the rights guaranteed to them in their 
State Constitution.

The Act of Congress, of the 15th of July, 
1870, admitting Georgia for the second 
time into the Union, has the following pro- 


ee 


} Vso : 


“That neither this nor any other Act of 
Congress shall be so construed as to deny 
to the people of Georgia their right to hold 
an election according to the constitution 
thereof; nor to affect the term of any officer 
appointed, nor any member of the Legisla- 
ture elected under said constitution.” 


If any Democrat or Republican will now 
go to either Judges Parrott or Gibson, and 
ask them if Governor Bullock, who ap- 
pointed them under the constitution, can 
now remove them, they will at once say 
No! And why? They will reply that 
the above proviso to the Act of the 15th of 
July, 1870, prevents any interference with, 
or shortening or lengthening of their term 
of office, and that no power can “ affect” 
their term of office, unless they be guilty 
of some crime, and they be “tried and found 
guilty,” as the constitution prescribes. 

And yet I learn that, notwithstanding

by reason of these illegal acts, the body is 
illegally constituted and that their term of 
office has not yet begun. The process is a 
simple one—the process by which outlaws 
and tyrants attain their wicked ends is 


usually simple.

If the Legislature was an Illegal 
Body, what About those Bonds’? 


The advocates for a prolongation of the 
term of service of the members of the Leg- 
islature argue in support of their position, 
that the Legislature was not a legal body, 
and recognized as such. by Congress until 
after the purgation of ineligible members 
last session, and the restoration to their 
seats, of members who have been illegally 
expelled; and for that reason the present 
Legislature should hold on beyond the 
term for which it was elected, and until 
the State is represented in Congress. Their 
theory is, that the Legislature, not being a 
legally constituted body, and having had 
no legal existence, the term of the mem- 
bers elected thereto does not commence to 
run until the Legislature has a legal exis- 
tence, and is.so recognized by Congress. 

This position is absurd. Suppose that 
the Legislature prior to its recent recogni- 
tion by Congress, was illegally constituted 
by reason of the admission of certain inel- 
ligible members and the expulsion of others 
who were eligible, how can this, or how 
does this effect the term of the members 
now composing this body? The Legisla- 
ture has gone on to legislate, and its legis- 
lation has been, and still Is, the law of the 
land to-day. It isso recognized by every 
department of the Government. The faith 
the of State has been pledged by this * il- 
legal body” to the exent of millions of dol- 
lars in the way of aid to the numerous 
Railroads now in process of construction 
in the State. 

Taxes have been levied and expended 
under the acts of this illegal Legislature; 
members have drawn their per diem and 
mileage without the slightest scruple as to 
any illegality in this respect. In fact, the 
whole machinery of State government has 
moved by the force of this Legislature, 
which has so recently been found to have 
been illegal. It has discharged all the 
functions of a legislative body. It isa de 
facto if nota de jure body, and whatever 
may be its character, or has been its 
character, it is about to expire by the limita- 
tions imposed by the power which created 
it. The trust confided to it is about to 
be executed, and, it matters not now what 
is or may have been its status. The posi- 
tion of the prolongationists present a 
most singular anomaly in the science of 
government, and it is this, that the ille- 

‘ gality in the constitution, or organization 
of alegislative body affects not the validity 
of the acts of that body, but simply the 
term of office of its members. If the 
General ‘Assembly was illegal, then its acts 
are simply void and carry with them no 
higher sanctivn than that of a mere mob. 
There is a vast difference between a Legis- 
lature doing illegal acts and being illegal 
in itself.

In pursuance of a previous call, a large 
and spirited meeting of the citizens of 
Newton county, took place to-day, at Cov- 
ington, to give expression to the public 
voice of the county, touching the prolong- 
ation measure now pending before the 
General Assembly. 
The meeting was organized by calling 
Judge Manson Glags to the chair, and a 
committee, consisting of J. M. Pace, New- 
ton Anderson, G. J. Orr, J.J. Fioyd and E- 
L. Thomas, appointed to prepare and pre- 
sent to the meeting a set of resolutions for 
its consideration. 
The committee, through their chairman, 
J.M. Pace, Esq., bro» ght in the following, 
which were, by arising vote, unanimously

Whereas, a considerable portion of the 
General Assembly of this State, moved by 
a reckless lust of power and quest of gain, 
and instigated by men desperately intent 
upon mischief and personal aggrandize- 
ment. is proposing to prolong its term of 
office under a shallow and wretched pre- 
text, so glaringly false and fllegal as to 
leave no doubt of the criminal intent of its 
authors and supporters, and thus openly 
and defiaatly proclaim themselves usurpers 
to the infinite hurt and detriment of this 
people. And, whereas, such unprecedented 
and monstrous action will be most griev- 
ous and intolerable, insultikhg and alarm- 
ing. Aye, altogether disastrous, if not 
averted or avoided; and, therefore, to be 
opposed by an injured and indignant peo- 
ple in a manner suited to the measure and 
extent of its development.

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The Governor’s Message. 


ATLANTA, GA., August 1, 1870. 

To the General Assewbly: I herewith 
transmit the reports of the Comptroller- 
General and the Treasurer. 

The report of the Comptroller-General 
is very complete and comprehensive, show- 
ing the resources of the State, the receipts 
and disbursements of the public money, to- 
gether with much valuable statistical in- 
formation, and gives ample evidence that 
the important office of Comptroller-General, 
under the able management of Hon. Madi- 
son Bell, is fully performing the duty as- 
signed to it by law as the guardian of the 
revenues and acheck, by examination and 
audit, pon all accounts against the State. 

The report of the Treasurer discloses the 
several amounts received into and paid out 
of the Treasury during the year 1869. 

The duties of the Treasurer, as the cus- 
todian and payee of the public moncy, are 
fully defined in the following extract from 
the Code, to-wit: 

“It is moreover the duty of the State 
Treasurer to receive and keep safely all the 
money which shall be paid to him in bed 
half of the State, giving certificates there- 
for, which certificates shall specially sect 
forth the amount, on what account, and by 
whom paid ; and shall be lodged as vouch- 
ers in the Comptroller’s office ; and to pay 
ont the same only upon the warrants of 
the Governor, when countersigned by the 
Comptroller-General, excepting the drafts 
of the President of the Senate and Speaker 
of the House of Representatives, for the 
sums due to the members and officers of 
their respective bodies.” 

The present Treasurer, however, reports 
a schedule of 88 Executive warrants issued 
by the Governor and countersigned by the 
Comptroller-General, in payment for lawful
